Santiago De Cuba, Feb. 23-The board 


of United States naval officers from the 
cruiser Montgomery appointed to 
iff 


vestigat* the condition of the people at 
Mantanzaa reports this morning. They 
tell ac official story of suffering and 
horror that equals the most sensational 
reports that have been sent out. 


Fourteen thousand are absolutely with- 


out home or shelter. They are the labor- 
ing classes driven from the country by 
the war, and are mostly women and 
children. All are emaciated, sick and 
almost beyond relief. Many are dying in 
the streets from lack of food 


The number of deaths from starvation 


in the Province of Mantanzas is 60,000. 
The number now starving there is nearly 
100,000. In the city of Mantanzas alone 
there were 7,000 deaths the past year. 
The distress is extending to tha better 
classes of people, who were in comfori- 
able circumstances before the war. These 
are now begging. 


These statements are not exaggerations. 


They are conclusions, facts and figures ar_ 
rived at by the board of United States 
naval officers, whose mission was to find 
the truth and report to the government-

New York, Feb. 23.— A. monster benefit 


*or the children and widows of the mar- 
tyred Maine sailors will be held Sunday 
night at the Metropolitan opera house. It 
promises to be the largest affair of kind 
history of the city. Telegrams from Presi- 
dent McKinley,Secrelaries Long,8herman 
and Capt. Sigsbee are received, endorsing 
the plan. The feature will be a star- 
spangled banner by animated song sheet, 
with combined choruses of six opera 
companies, the Seventh Regiment- band 
and the combined orchestras of the city. 


DID NOT EXPLODE. 


Magazine of Maine Prob- 


ably all Intact. 


New 
York, Feb. 23—Advices re- 


ceived here say that the magazine 
of 
the 
Maine 
did not 
explode. 


Little can be sent from Havana on ac- 
count of press censorship. 


The terms of the contract to a firm 


here to raise the Maiqp provide for 
the payment to the wrecking-companies 
bf the sum of $871 per day for their regu- 
lar plant and an additional payment of 
$500 per day for the use of the Monarch 
while the latter is actually employed. 
An express provision is made that the 
government may terminat^the contract 
at any moment. It is also provided that 
the compensation shall not exceed the 
sum of money ($200,000) appropriated by 
congress for this purpose. Finally it is 
provided that if the companies succeed 
in raising the Maine and towing her to 
New York they shall receive a bonus of 
$100,000. 


In view of the large first cost of the 


Maine, about $5,000,000, and the national 
desire that she shall be raised, as evi- 
denced by the prompt and unanimous 
action of congress upon the joint resolu- 
tion, Secretary Long believes that h« Is 
fully justified in making the above terms, 
though at first thought the per* diem 
compensation seems large. It must be 
borne in mind, however, he said, that 
•this will constitute the largest wrecking 
expedition ever equipped in this coun- 
try. Moreover, the wreckers expressed 
a willingness to go to work in the usual 
way that they serve 
underwriters, 


namely, to do the wrecking and then 
take the award of a board of arbitra- 
tion. This plan, however, was not open 
to the government, which is compelled 
by law to fix exact terms in advance. 
A clause of the contract requires the 
companies to proceed with all dispatch 
and in a business like manner with the 
work of wrecking, and though this haste 
(adds to the cost of the work It Is be- 
lieved to be necessary In view of the 
possibility of the early appearance of 
yellow fever at Havana harbor with the 
approach of the rainy season next 
month. 


In addition to the emergency work to 


be prosecuted by the Right Arm, the 
main expedition will "be made up of 
about 100 men, including six skilled 
divers; the wrecking steamer Under- 
writer of Boston, of 800 horse power; the 
wrecking steamer John G. Jones of Nor- 
folk, of similar power; the iron barge 
Lone Star of Boston, capable of carryliig 
3000 tons; the floating derrick Monarch, 
capable of lifting 260 tons, the largest 
floating derrick In the country, and an- 
other derrick capable of lifting 30 tons. 


Telegram From Sigsbee, 


Washington, Feb. 23.—The most po- 


tent sign that the first and exciting stage 
of the Maine disaster has been passed 
was the fact that only a single cable- 
gram was received yesterday at the navy 
department relating to that event. 
Captain Sigsbee telegraphed: "Send to 
Forsyth'for Sigsbee a transverse sec- 
tional drawing of the Maine through 
the forward 10-Inch magazine and shell 
room, showing pocket coal bunkers." 
This request was immediately complied 
with. It is supposed that 'Captain 
'fSigsbee wants thes| drawings to assist 
In the work of raising the ship, as they 
would be of great aid to the divers. They 
will be useful also as the basis for the 
testimony now being taken by the court 
of inquiry at Havana. The fact that It 
Is deemed essential that the drawings 
shall show the pocket coal bunkers, 
which abut on the magazine, Is evidence 
that Captain Sigsbee has in mind the 
spontaneous combustion theojty, though 
it does not follow by any means that he 
IB Cuuuuiiied to it. / 


In explanation of the order to the Nor- 


folk navy yard officials to have the 
Terror in condition for service, Secretary 
Long said this had been given to replace 
the Maine, it being deemed desirable 
that the armored fleet should not fall 
below a certain number. There was 
very little work to be done on the Terror, 
and 48 hours should suffice to finish it. 
The Terror is our most^powerful double- 
turreted monitor and, although not as ef- 
fecti- 
at sea as a battleship, in the 


sr^oth waters of a harbor she probably 
would be able to hold her own against 
almost any craft 


The navy depanment received a dis- 


patch from Captain Sigsbee last evening 
saying that 14 more bodies had been re- 
covered from the wreck. All are un- 
identified. It is not thought that any 
bodies will be Identified hereafter unless 
by the clothing. Aside from the effect 
ox long suomersion, tbe men still missing 
were nearly all mrectiy under the main 
aecK which was blown up, and the tre- 
mendous rorce of the explosion probably 
blotted scores of them out of existence 
entirely. 


Requiem For the Sailors. 


New York, Feb. 23.—Solemn high naass 


for the repose of the souls of the sailors 
who perished on the Maine was cele- 
brated in St. Ann's Catbolic church, 
near the navy yard, Brooklyn. The 
church was filled, many relatives and 
friends of the dead sailors being among 
the number. In the main aisle and di- 
rectly in front of the altar was a huge 
catafalque draped with American flags 
and surrounded by rows of burning 
candles. 


Services similar to those at St. Ann's 


were held in the church of the Sacred 
Heart, Brooklyn, which, like St. Ann's, 
has many officers and sailors from the 
navy yard among its communicants. 
Two companies of marines from the 
naval barracks attended this latter 
service, and presented arms as the host 
was elevated.

English Sympathy Tendered. 


Boston, Feb. 23.—Washington's birth- 


day was the theme of discussion at the 
(annual celebration by the Ancient and 
Honorable Arttltery company yester- 
day. Naturally, most of the speakers 
took occasion to say something of the 
officers and men who lost their lives in 
the recent disaster In Havana harbor, 
while many who addressed the gather- 
ing also had much to add as to the i/n- 
portance of the task the company has 
/recently set about—the preservation of 
Faneuil hall. 


A most interesting event was the read- 


ing of a cable-gram received by Colonel 
Bradley from the London company. 
This sympathetic message was as fol- 
lows. "Members of Honorable Artil- 
"lery company wish to convey to their 
comrades in Boston and the whole of 
your great nation their deep sympathy 
in the great calamity that has befallen 
you by the untimely death of so many 
of your gallant officers and seamen by 
the sad disaster white on duty " 


Colonel Bradley sent the following re- 


ply 
"Assembled in honor of the birth- 


day of Washington, our hearts are 
touched by your loving words of sym- 
pathy. God bless our brothers and com- 
rades of the Honorable Artillery com- 
pany. Have sent copy of your message 
to the president at Washington." 


Split In flnban Ministry. 


Madrid, Feb 23 —A gloomy tone per- 


vades political circles because of the re- 
ports of a split in the Cuban ministry. 
The autonomists, GlbergaandAmblard, 
it is believed, are secretly treating- with 
the separatists in the direction of inde- 
pendence for Cuba. Govin, the Cuban 
secretary of the interior, is accused of 
treason by The Impartial, which pub- 
lishes a facsimile of a letter from Govin 
to a friend In which the former says: 
"How could you think that Sagasta, a. 
man inferior to Canovas and liberal only 
in name, has inspired my attitude and 
not my ideas and sentiments as a Cu- 
ban' McKlnley, as well as Cuba, will 
determine whether I am a Spaniard. 
Long live our country and liberty." The 
Impartial adds that it predicted a weak 
ministry In Cuba and warned Moret, the 
Spanish colonial minister, of what was 
likely to be the outcome of his autonomy 
scheme. 


Another paper says: "Spain should 


treat with the rebels direct rather than 
tolerate the traitor, Govin." 


The Courier asks: "How will Mr, 


Moret, the patron of Govin, and Mr. 
Sagasta, the patron of both Moret and 
'iovln, stand now that Govin is a traitor 
to his country? Whoever supports a 
traitor Is likewise a traitor." 


The official press on the other hand 


counsels prudence and confidence in the 
patriotism of the Cubans. 


Public Reception. 


Boston, Feb. 23.—It was not a partic- 


ularly auspicious day for carrying out 
the now well-established custom of a 
governor's public reception that Gov- 
ernor Wolcott had at the statehouse 
yesterday, but, notwithstanding tho 
threatening aspect of the skies and the 
occasional downpour of the rain, It was 
one of the most successful in recent 
years. 
The number of those who at- 


tended was not as large as usual, but 
there were more adults than usual and 
Jsss children, and the number of per- 
sons prominent in affairs In attendance 
was larger than for many years. 


There were many incidents during 


the reception. 
One little girl gave the 


governor a bunch of violets. Later a 
little ooy handed the governor a letter. 
Within It tyas a card bearing the name 
of Roger Wolcott Melllsh Harvey, "flve 
years old." 
With it was a small piece 


of paper, a brownish yallow with age, 
on which was written In the ahlrography 
of a century ago these words: 


"March the 21, 1798. Value received 


promise to pay Roger Wolcott 8 shillings 
and B penpe.. .

OVERTURES REFUSED. 


Biddeford Cotton Strikers Ask for 


Compromise TJoday and 


are Refused. 


Biddeford, Me., Feb 23.—A committee 


of strikers called -upon "(Agent McArthur 
of the Pepperill and Laconia mills this 
morning and asked him to make a propo- 
sition for opening the mills. He was 
asked him if he oould set a time for a 
restoration of wages if the operative8 
would go to work now, under the reduc- 
tion. 


The reply was that be would have no 


negotiations with anybody aa long as the 
strike lasts. He would not open the gates 
until convinced that a majority of the 
operatives desired to go .to work under 
the redaction. 


This action of the operatives was de- 


cided upon last night, when they met and 
voted to return to work Monday under 
the reduced scale if the management 
agreje to restore wages to the old schedule 
May 1. This refusal of Agent McArthur 
. will be a blow to the operatives and to 
the city. Merchants were eagerly hoping 
for a settlement on these 
terms, 


and the action of the agent will be gen- 
erally condemned. His curt reply may 


result in an indefinite prolongation of the 
strike.

the jurymen to acquit Zo'a. The an- 
nouncement of tbo sentence created wild 
excitement. This morning the following 
was sent out from.a correspondent: 


"Mr. Zola throughout tne ffay waa caei 


and collected. I can vouch from per- 
sonal assurance that he is quite indiffer- 
ent as to the result of the trial, so far as 
Ills'own person is concerned. Several 
of his intlmats- friends', as well as his 
wife, would not be sorry if he were con- 
demned to three months' imprisonment, 
as that would be an apt conclusion,^ 
one of the most dramatic trials of the 
century. Popular passion against him 
has been fanned to such a fury that an 
acquittal would make his position most 
uncomfortable; while, if he were sen- 
tenced to imprisonment, popular opinion 
would perhaps soften ancLrelent."

Farewell Address Bead Impressively 


by Senator Lodge. 


Jerry Simpson Willing to Be 


of the Millionaires. 


Aspersions of the Wealthy Rebuked by a 


Massachusetts Congressman- 


Washington, Feb. 23.—The reading of 


the Journal was dispensed with at Tues- 
day's session of the senate, and in ac- 
cordance with a previous order the vice 
president introdiwed Sgnator Lodge to 
read Washington's farewell address. It 
lias been the custom for many years to 
have the address read In the senate by 
one of Jts members on Washington's 
birthday. Mr. Lodge read from the vice 
president's desk. He was in fine voice, 
and the words of the historic document 
were clearly hesrd in every part of the 
•enate. Special emphasis seemed to be 
placed by Mr. Lodge upon Washington's 
maxims regarding the raising of rev- 
enue by the levying- of taxes and main- 
tenance of public credit. 


Mr. Morgan introduced the following 


resolution, and it was adopted without 
debate- "That the committee on naval 
affairs is instructed to Inquire and re- 
port whether a man-of-war, equal at 


• least to any warship in the world, to ba 
named the George Washington, can ba 
built, armed and commissioned within a 
period of 12 months by the use of the 
facilities of the shipyards, machine 
shops, mines and forests of the United 
States, wherever the same are found, 
and that the committee have leave to 
report at any time by bill or otherwise." 


The bill to increase the artillery by two 


regiments passed the senate bv a vote 
of 52 to 4. 


Cuba usurped the place of Hawaii 
in the executive proceedings. 
This 


proceeding was based upon a document 
presented by Senator Morgan as the 
result of an interview between himself 
and Mr. Koop of Boston. 
The latter 


said that he had been in 34 provinces 
and had spent more or less time in each 
of them In the prosecution of his in- 
quiries. 
In no plaice outside of Havana 


•was any effort made to take care of the 
reconcentr&dos, and he declared that 
the people were dying.in great numbers' 
in all places in which they had been 
collected by the Spanish authorities, 
both as a result of the cruelty of the 
Spanish troops and from lack of food. 
He declared that there is no evdence in 
the provinces qf a more liberal treat- 
ment of the^e-sMortunats people under 
the administration of General Blanco 
than under the Weyler regime, and'the 
people in general are in just as deplor- 
able a condition now as they.had been 
before the change. 
In no case arc the 


reconcentrados allowed to go outside the 
military posts to collect food, and while 
there Is some effort in certain Instances 
to grow crops in the immediate vicinity, 
of the garrisons, these crops <Xo not ex- 
ten* more than 500 yards from the forts. 
He added that if the people were allowed 
to get out they could get enough to eat 
to fe*ep soul and body together, but 
even TTOen small children attempted to 
go outside the guard line they were shot 
down as ruthless as if 
they 
were 


enemies in arms. 
He had seen women 


and children abused by the Spanish sol- 
diery, and a favorite pastime seemed to 
be to-Jdck the women about as if they 
were dogR 
Mr. Kopp also devoted con- 


siderable space, at Mr. Morgan's sug- 
gestion, to the scheme of autonomy un- 
der the liberal ministry and pronounced 
it a failure fram one end of the island 
to the other. Business Is at a standstill 
throughout the country. Few crops are 
growing, and desolation and ruin stare 
the travelerin the face wherever he goes.

De Lome, the disgraced Spanish 
minister, characterized them na "cowards 
who arc afraid to flght, but who stay bore 
and do the talking." 
Coming from such 


a source tho gallant Cubans to whom he 
referred never took pains to reply to the 
slander. 


As a matter of fart, nearly every one of 


the Cubans prominent in the juatn have 
already proved their mettle on Cuban bat- 
tlefields 
Minister Palma himself served 


in the ten years' war with bravery nnd 
distinction. General Nunez, Dr. Castillo 
and Dr Jose Lanuza, who are amon^ the 
most active of the resident Cubans, all 
hate earned laurels on the field. 


But Ic is not because they have done a 


certain amount of fighting and are entitled 
to peace that the-members of the junta 
remain in the United Stated 
They aro 


here because St is here that they oan bost 
serve the cause of free Cuba. 


Properly speaking, there is no such in- 


stitution in the United States as n Cuban 
junta. General Marti, who brought about 
the present rebellion and who afterward 
was brutally cut to pieces at fee battle of 
Dos Kips, found that a junta could not 
legally be organized, and the plans which 
had been made for such a body were 
changed, and it was decided that the Cu- 
ban republic be represented in the United 
States by a delegation.

THE VliJLCE FOR DISCRETION. 


Where shall discretion be used in city 


government, in makings, law or in en- 
forcing it? The proposed stable ordi- 
nance with the amendment suggested 
brings np the question in this city. Shall 
the board of health be allowed to use dis- 
cretion In applying the ordinance to indi- 
vidual cases, or to use it only in deciding 
where to enforce a law that makes no ex- 
ceptions for conditions ? 


It is a far broader question than that of 


the single proposed ordinance whichan- 
troduces it. There should be no question 
as to its decision. In regard to certain 
kinds of ordinances it is plain (jhat discre- 
tion must be used. The question is, shall 
it be used after the ordinance is violated, 
or before? 


If a provision gives the officials, in this 


ctiie the board of health, the power t) 
decide whether it is necessary for a man 
to conform to the requirements of the 
ordinance, the charge of partiality may 
be made. But If the ordinance is passed 
with no such provision, it will be ex- 
pected, by the statements of those who 
favor it, that the law will be broken in 
certain cases, and that the officials will- 
not prosecute, because there was good 
excuse in the circumstances. It will fur- 
nish the pleasant sight of the council 
passing an ordinance and expecting 
to uphold some who violate it. 


Enough ordinances are broken without 


prosecution. Especially in a city young 
to the responsibilities of city government 
this must sometimes happen. But to 
make a law which it is frankly expected 
will be broken, is little more than to in- 
vite law breakers to laugh at the regula- 
tions of the city.

RESTORATION OF ABANDONED 


FARMS. 


Vermont is taking steps to encourage 


' the taking up of its abandoned farms by 
the unemployed and deserving poor of 
Congested cities. The idea is promul- 
gated by Iphilanthropists In Boston, New 
York and other large cities and seems to 
suggest the solution of two problems, 
what to do with the city poor and how 
to restore the unoccupied farms of these 
New England states. 


Governor Josiah Grout of Vermont, in 


a recent interview, expresses his opinion 
on the subject in this wise: "The success 
of our Vermont farmers depends largely 
upon the interest and direct management 
of the proprietorship; that is, the owner 
of a farm must, to live successfully upon 
It, as a rule, largely do the work. If he 


• hires too much it exhausts the profits and 


becomes an even-banded undertaking. A 
poor man, willing to work and knowing 
how—for it is not everybody, though 
poor, who is equipped—is the very person 
Vermont would be glad to see, and he 
would be welcomed amoncthe agricul- 
tural classes in the upbuilding of farming 
and the sustaining of honorable life. 


"Any socieVy or association of individ- 


uals that can send to Vermont or any 
other state of farms, such a class of farm- 
ing endeavorers will do such states a great 
favor. And if such a class can be gathered 
from the congested centers of population, 
jargs cities and large 
manufacturing 


places, it will be a great relief to such 
localities, a blessing to the people thus 
changed from one condition to another." 
This is a subject well worthy careful 
thought upon the part of Massachusetts.

Important Factors In Our Rela- 


tions With Spain. 


THE POLICY OF THE PRESIDENT. 


If His Hand It Not Forced, H« Hope* to 


Secure the Independence of Cuba With- 
out Going to War, but Accident* M»j 
Precipitate Hostilities. 


WASHINGTON. Feb.28.—[Special,]—What 


of the future' Is it to be war with Spain? 
This is tho question which every one In 
Washington has been asking during the 
laat two weeks—weeks filled with excite- 
ment o-\ or the Do Lome incident and tho 
destruction of tho battleship Maino. No 
ono is Kblo to answer in a satisfactory man- 
ner. Ill the problem are three great fac- 
tors, and only one of these ara wo here 
able to analyze and forecast. 
The three 


factors which are to determine the issue of 
\var or peace between tho United States 
/ind Spam are: 


First.—Tho president of tho United 


States. 


Second,-—The government at Madrid. 
Third.—Accidents or crimes, such as 


the loss of the Maine, which may drive the 
two nations to war. 


The attitude and probable action of the 


president we can understand end predict. 
His policy toward Spain is not a.secret. 
I have moro than once explained it pi these 
dispatches, buc in these times of rumor 
and anxiety it is well to speak plainly to 
avert possible misunderstanding. 


Cuban Independence. 


If circumstances will let the president 


alono, so that he may carry out his pro- 
gramme without interference, he will 
press steadily, but firmly forward toward 
the virtual independence of Cuba under 
American protection. 


The president believes the day is not far 


distant when Spain herself will be willing 
to accept the assistance of the United 
States in putting an end to the war in 
Cuba and lu restoring peace and prosper- 
ity" to that unhappy island. He believes 
that when this timeoomesa joint commis- 
sion may be appointed by the United 
States and Spain to recommend a future 
government for the island and that if the 
matter can once be brought to a stage of 
direct negotiation the United States can, 
as the stronger, power, do virtually what it 
likes. 
f 
President McKinley believes, I am told 


by members of his cabinet, that when 
Spain realizes she cannot suppress the re- 
bellion and that Cuba is lost to her she 
will prefer a settlement of the question in 
this manner to further vain effort to re- 
tain the colony, which to her, apart from 
pride's sake, is no longer worth having, 
since at best it can only be ruled by the 
costly method of absolute military domina- 
tion. For if she goes on as she has been 
going during the last three .years she will 
not only bankrupt herself, but lose Cuba 
in the end by recognition of the Independ- 
ence of the island by the United States and 
other nations. On the other hand, if Spain 
accepts the inevitable, she may for a time 
retain a nominal sovereignty as a balm to 
her pride and get a war indemnity besides. 


The president, if left to his own re- 


sources, will not wait for Spain to ac- 
knowledge defeat and to ask for the assist- 
ance of the United States in restoring 
peace. He intends to press upon Spain this 
inethod pf settling the trouble. Already he 
has prepared the ground for this step, and 
if such complications as the Maine disaster 
had not intervened he would nevertheless 
have pressed very hard upon Spain in this 
direction. It was the president's purpose, 
I aw reliably Informed, to make such a de- 
mand of Spain during the next three 
months. Tha probabilities are he will still 
doit, and recent events are likely to hasten 
rather than to retard his action. 


What Spain May Bo. 


What Spain will do when the president 


makes this demand is a problem unsolved. 
The president has some grounds for believ- 
ing that Spain will accept and that the 
active negotiation may be entered upon in 
a friendly spirit. There are obvious ad- 
vantages to Spain in doing the best she can 
rather than to stand out and be compelled 
to do much worse. Probably the state of 
public feeling in Spain would determine 
the result. If the masses rejected the prop- 
osition of the United States and shouted 
for war, the government, in order to Have 
itself, would be compelled to comply. 


In every consideration of what Spain 


may do it must be borne in mind that the 
rule of the present royal family is in dan- 
ger from plot or revolution, and that to 
save the throne, even at the terrible cost 
of war, must be the first object of the 
ministers of state. 


There are substantial reasons why the 


president may not wish to bring on a crisis 
with Spain during tho next few months. 
His plan probably is to consume a good 
part of the summer in diplomatic negotia- 
tions, leading up to- a criaii nex{ fall. If 
war were to ooine soon, it would have this 
disadvantage for the United States, that 
our troops from the north would be com- 
pelled to go Into Cuba during the hot and 
rainy season, beginning in April, when 
yellow and other fevers and dysentery 
would carry them off by the thousands. 


If War Comes. 


Every one understands that if war comes 


the United States will take possession of 
Cuba. 
It might be disastrous if Wo were 


forced into a military campaign during 
the unhealthy season. In the fall or win- 
ter wo could occupy Cuba with half tho 
loss of life that we should suffer in May 
and June. 


But the third factor in the situation, 


chanco, may prove stronger than the presi- 
dent or the government at Madrid. Let 
another catastrophe like that to tho Maine 
occur or any similar thing which stirs the 
resentment of the American people, and it 
would probably be impossible to restrain 
congress. Our congress is, after nil, the 
war making power of our government?, 
and if it onco s;ets out of control and into 
action 16 may solve the whole problem at 
a single stroke.' 
f 
Just now the disposition of congress ap- 


pears to be to stand by the president till 
the mystery of the Maino is cleared up. 
Upon that very much depends.

He is a fair haired youth, 6 feet 11 


inches high. He is rather slender, but up- 
right and athletic. He brushes his hair 
back in the style vulgarly called pompa- 
dour. Just now he is beginning to grow 
a beard. He is intelligent and rather good 
looking. His face and nose are unusually 
long, a characteristic strongly marked in 
his father, uncle and grandfather. 


He is extremely popular with the army 


and people generally. When on duty, he 
used'to march his company twice a week 
through the streets of Brussels. Crowds 
always gathered and cheered him us ha 
passed. When military discipline permit- 
ted, he would take the men into a cafe or 
a beer garden and treat them to Belgian 
beer and cigars. He makes every cffoit 
to prove himself a royal friend of the peo- 
ple. 


Tbe prince's prospective kingdom Is a 


desirable one. His personal possessions 
will be great. His grandfather left a great 
fortune partly accumulated by himself, 
partly acquired with hli wife, ths daugh- 
ter of Louis Philippe. King Leopold has 
spent his share, but that of the Conn* of 
Flanders is now computed at 3BO.000.OCo. 


The prince will Inherit five palaces and 


country houses. To begin with, there is 
a great palace in Brussels, containing a 
splendid gallery of paintings. The chief 
palace after this is at Laeken, near Brus- 
sels, a splendid edifice in the style of Ver- 
sailles. Then there is a chateau beautiful- 
ly situated in the romantic forest of the 
Ardennes. This is the most charming of 
all his residences. 


The crown jewels of Belgium are valued 


at $300,000. The o*own contains tha most 
precious ruby ever brought from the Bur- 
mese mines. Tbe king of the Belgians re- 
ceives a yearly allowance from parliament 
of $8,000,000. 


Prince Albert will be with us for several 


months. He means to see almost every 
part of the United States, from New York 
to California, New Orleans and Florida, 
and as far north as Seattle and Portland 
and back through Canada to St. John's.

The diploma of the Indian school was 


conferred upon him in 1894, and soon 
thereafter he entered the Dickinson college 
preparatory school at Carlisle. Last year 
he took a special course in Dickinson col- 
lege. He speaks with great enthusiasm of 
the work of tbe Carlisle Indian school and 
feels great pride in the progress of his na- 
tivo people. 


He entered Princeton because he intends 


to be a lawyer and because, as ho puts it, 
he wants to be ainong the whites that he 
may learn from them the things which 
his own people could not teach him.

over the entire universe; the very air 
is laden with magnetism, electricity, 
hypnotic suggestion, and one falls to 
wondering whether we are on the verge 
of a. sublime truth or a dispiriting fal- 
lacy.

an astrologer is consulted 'as to the 
stellar conditions under which it came 
into the world. Nowadays no child of 
influential parents sees the light but 
straightway some enterprising news- 
paper man repairs to an astrologer and 
has the baby's horoscope cast. No cele- 
brated personage who commits a crime 
or is overwhelmed by dire misfortune 
escapes this crucial test, and all of his 
evil doings are traced to the influence 
of some baleful star. The world con- 
dones his wrongdoing by declaring that 
he was pursued by a malevolent fate 
and was pushed to his doom by unseen 
agencies. 


Many men, even those of hard com- 


mon sense, never undertake anything 
of Importance without consulting an 
astrologer. This is especially the case 
with Wall street speculators, sporting 
men and actors. 


An astrologer who has a great vogue 


Is consulted daily by a well known im- 
porter, who never makes a new con- 
tract or signs law papers without find- 
ing out whether the planets are in for- 
tunate conjunction. Should the config- 
urations be unfavorable, the man waits 
until a change has taken place.

person declares that when he follows 
the advice of his astrologer he never 
makes a mistake and that when he does 
otherwise he is unlucky. 


It is a well known fact that there is a 


woman calling herself a psychometrist 
who haunts the New York city Consoli- 
dated Stock Exchange. She gives tips 
to the brokers, who either pay her a 
certain percentage of their earnings or 
offer her a, fee for her services. This 
self constituted sibyl is not, however, 
Invariably successful, and high words 
frequently pass between her and her 
credulous clients. 


A distinguished artist In New York 


declares that his only successful pic- 
tures are those painted under inspira- 
tional teachings and vows that he nev- 
er has any luck if he goes contrary to 
the reading of his adviser, a prominent 
astrologer. He only begins a great 
painting when certain planets are am- 
icably disposed in his horoscope or 
when the moon is on the increase in his 
natal sign. 


I asked a famous star reader whether 


he could give points about speculation 
and whether Wall street operators ever 
consulted him. He was honest enough 
to say that if he could predict for a cer- 
tainty the rise and fall in stacks he 
would be a millionaire instead of a poor 
astrologer. 


"I 'know of course," he said, "that 


certain conjunctions or oppositions of 
the planets imply disaster, while others 
are propitious; however, the money 
kings" of the street make such extraor- 
dinary combinations that they outwit 
even the stars, and we cannot always 
foretell their moves."

There were minor revolts in 1717, 1723, 


and there was the Black Rebellion inth' 
early part of the centuiT, but the first 
attempt at independence vas by Nar 
Cisco Lopez, a. native Venezuelan, long 
a resident of Cuba, v-ho represented the 
Creole population. His initial expedi- 
tion in 1849 was defeated by the vig- 
ilance of the United States authorities. 
A second attempt, made in 1850, after a 
landing at Cardenas, also resulted in 
failure. In August, 1S51, Lopez sailed 
from New Orleans in a steamer with 500 
men and landed at Morillo, in the Vuel- 
ta Abajo district. The expected flocking 
of the people to his aid did not occur; 
many of his men were killed in the en- 
gagements that followed; 50 captured 
with Colonel Crittenden were shot in 
Havana, and the survivors, who, with 
their leader, had taken refuge in the 
woods, were soon made prisoners. Lopez 
was garroted in Havana on Sept. 1, 
some of his comrades were shot, but 
most of"the survivors were transported 
and subsequently pardoned. 


In 1852 there was a new conspiracy, 


and two years later another futile at- 
tempt at revolution. 


Oct. 14, 1S6S, was the day set by Cuban 


revolutionists for the succeeding out- 
break, but their intentions becoming 
known to the government Carlos Man- 
uel de Cespedes, the head of the move- 
ment, declared for independence on the 
field otf Yara on Oct. 10. Then followed 
the sanguinary struggle known as the 
ten years' war. 


Here is the incident of Cuba tiibre's 


national hymn: On the morning of Oct. 
20, 1868, Bayamo fell into the hands of 
the Cubans. As the victorious troops 
rode into the town the bells began to 
ring and hundreds of Cuban flags waved 
from roofs and windows. In front, 
mounted on a beautiful white horse, 
waving his hat, rode a young man, who 
turned as he reached the plaza and 
cried in a loud voice: "Bayames! Viva 
Cuba Libre!"

The Battle of Gettysburg. 


The illustrated lecture on "The Battle 


of Gettysburg," delivered in Grand Army 
ha)l Tuesday evening by S, F. Keyes, a 
veteran who participated in the great 
fight, was very Interesting and should 
have been heard by a ranch larger audi- 
ence. The attendance was small, but 
those present listened to a fine description 
of that historic battle. The stereopticon 
views were exceptionally good, showing 
all parts of the battle field, various 
charges and retreats, pictures of the lead- 
ing generals on both sides and many of 
the monuments which have, since been 
erected to commemorate the valor of the 
troops that fought there.

Stable Ordinance Hearing, 


The city council committee on ordi- 


nances gave a second hearing Tuesday 
afternoon on the stable ordinance pro- 
posed by the board of health. No'one ap' 
peared in person, but C. J. Parkhurst sent 
an amendment which he suggested be 
adopted, which would give discretionary 
powers to the board of health, allowing 
them to grant a stable license in cases 
where the strict requirements of the or- 
dinance had not been met, provided there 
was reason for not doing so. 


The suggestion for the amendment was 


accompanied by a short explanation of 
the reasons for it. Mr. Parkhurst thinks 
that in any ordinance of that kind there 
should be some freedom allowed in the 
exaction of the provisions. In many casea 
the law would oporate on teamsters who 
keep four horses, but who have them in 
clean stables so far removed from dwell- 
ings that there can be no danger, and to 
whom the requirements would be an 
unnecessary hardship. He said he should 
oppose the passage of the ordinance un- 
less this amendment was added. 


The commitee reached no decision on 


what it would report, but did not seem to 
favor the amendment. Their opinion was 
that the law should be made binding on 
all, and then that the board of health 
should use its discretion in prosecuting 
offenders. A meeting of the committee 
will be held before the next council meet- 
ing to discuss the matter.
